Expense Limi 
Bill Detea 


Legislature Unlikely 
To Try To Curb 
Spending 


SACRAMENTO (lP)—Refusal of the 
State Assembly to approve a_ bill to 
continue indefinitely the five per cent 
limitation on expenditures of political 
subdivisions caused officials to predict 
today that there would be no limit to 
the amount of money counties and 
cities may spend for governmental 
purposes next year. 

The Assembly’s action followed close- 
ly an opinion by the third district 
Court of Appeals that the limitation 
act as practiced since July 1, 1935, has 
been ineffective, anyway. A change 
voted by the 1935 legislature made con- 
tinuation of the act unconstitutional, 
the court held. 

Legislators did not accept the dis- 
trict court’s opinion as final, but the 
ruling had its effect in discouraging 
further legislative restrictions on po- 
litical subdivision expenditures. 

Opponents also said that rising pri- 
ces made it possible for cities, coun- 
ties, school districts and other subdi- 
visions to limit their budget increases 
to five per cent from year to year. 

Despite the district court’s ruling 
that the 1935 act was not constitu- 
tional, the limitation proposal remains 
on the books until June 30, this year. 
The legislature has the power to enact 
a new limitation law, but in view of 
the Assembly’s refusal to approve a 
measure of that kind late yesterday, 
there was little belief this would be 
done.

NAVAL PLANES 
NEAR RECORD 
IN HAWAII HOP 


SAN DIEGO (lP)—Scudding along 
high above the surface mists of a mid- 
Pacific dawn, 12 of the navy’s long 
range patrol bombers were figuratively 
in sight of their goal—Pearl Harbor, 
Hawaii—at 8 a. m. (PST) today. 

In his 8 a. m. report, Lieutenant- 
Commander L. A. Pope, squadron com- 
mander, said he was 1,868 miles from 
San Diego. That left 402 miles to be 
negotiated before the ships dropped 
onto the water at Pearl Harbor. 

As Pearl Harbor neared, the planes 
seemed almost certain to establish a 
new record for the San Diego-Hono- 
lulu hop. 

If the planes continue to hold their 
present schedule the hop will be com- 
pleted in approximately 20 hours. On 
January 28 a sister-squadron, after en- 
countering extremely bad weather, 
made the 2,270 nautrical miles in 21 
hours and 48 minutes.

Testers 


The bovine tuberculin testing under 
way in the county will be concluded 
next week, and any stock owners who 
have not been contacted should notify 
the Farm Advisor’s office immediately 
so that their cattle may be included im 
the test. 

This was the announcement Tuesday 
morning of Dr. C. M. Cline, supervis= 
ing the current test. 

In this connection, it is pointed out, 
also, that cattle grazing on the national 
forest this season must be covered by 
a certificate of having been tubercu- 
lin tested this year. 

Dr. Cline reports that since March 
15 there have been 289 herds of cattle 
tested up to April 10. These include & 
total of 6,889 animals and there were 
only ten reactors found. 

Stockmen, whom the veterinarians 
may have missed, may arrange to have 
their herds tested during the weeK- 
beginning Monday if they will report 
to the Farm Advisor's office.

The new type—to the Western Hem- 


isphere—of alfalfa promises to be ag 
valuable grazing and soil-building plant 


in the great plains area, according to 
H. L. Westover, forage specialist of the 
Department of Agriculture. 

Westover discovered creeping alfalfa 
on a rocky hillside where it had 
grown for centuries. Goat herders drove 
their flocks over it before Christ was 
born. It has withstood long drouths 
almost every year for many centuries, 

For days Westover and others from 
the Department of Agriculture bureau 
of plant industry, searched for seeds, 
But the goats had grazed the pasture 
so closely that it was impossible to find 
any. Nor could seed be found for pur- 
chase. 


Finally, Westover dug up a root from 
the stony ground, packed it carefully 
in moist earth and shipped it 5,000 
miles to Washington. 

By careful cultivation agricultural 
scientists obtained 2,700 plants from 
the original root by a series of stem 


cuttings. These were sent to an ex- 


fully transplanted in the semi-arid re- § 


periment station near Hyannis, Ne- 


braska. 

Cuttings in 30-inch rows in the sand 
hill country of Nebraska, sent out 
shoots that re-rooted the first season 
as far as 12 inches from the crown. It
